BdndEOfinaiancei: for all IhePharBohi.and 
of l^e^pt, the CiFgata of Rome, with all the

lamc virgin is not to be rudely handled, nor dragged 
through the streets, nor exposed in the turnings oi the 
market-place, nor posted on the corners or gates of 
palaces. She is formed of an alchymy of such virtue, 
that he who knows how to manage her, will convert 
her into the purest gold of inestimable price. lie, who 
posaesses her, should keep a strict hand over her, not 
suffering her to make excursions in obscene satires, or 
lifeless sonnets. She must in no wise be venal; 
though she need not reject the profits arising from hero- 
ic poems, mournful tragedies, or pleasant and artful 
comedies. She must not be meddled with by bufl'oons^ 
or by the ignorant vulgar, incapable of knowing or es- 
teeming the treasures locked up in her. And think not, 
sir, that I give the appellation of vulgar to the com- 
mon people alone : all the ignorant, though they be 
lords of princes, ought, and must, be taken into the 
number. He therefore who, with the aforesaid qualifi- 
cations, addicts himself to the study and practice of 
poetry, will become famous, and his name \ye honoured 
in all the polite nations of the world. And as to what 
yota say, sir, that your son does not much esteem the 
Spanish poetry, jf am of opinion that he is not very 
right in that ; and the reason is this 3 the great Homer 
did not write in Latin, because he was a Greek ; nor 
Virgil in Greek, because he was a Roman. In short, 
all the ancient poets wrote in the language they suck- 
ed in with their mothers' milk, and did not hunt afler 
foreign tongues, to express the sublimity of their con- 
ceptions.

I know not what science 
that is, replied Don Lorenzo, and hitherto it has not 
come to my knowledge. It is a science, replied Don 
Qoixote, which includes iu it ail, or most of the other 
sciences of the world. For, he who professes it, must 
be a lawyer, and know the law of distributive and 
commutative justice, iu order to givo every one what 
is his own, and that wiiich is proper for hiro. He must 
be a div*ne, to be able to give a reason for the chris' 
tian faith he professes, clearly and distinctly, whenever 
it is reouired of him. He must be a physician, and 
eqieciaily a botanist, to know, in the midst of wilder^ 
naseos and deserts, the herbs and simples, which have 
the virtue of curing wounds; for your knight-errant 
■mat not at every turn be running to look for somebody 
to heal him.

alwaya cricketising my words and actions. Criticis- 
ing, 1 anppoM you would say, quoth Don Quixote, and 
not cricketiaing, thou misapplier of good language, 
whom God confound. Pray, sir, be not so sharp upon 
me, answered Sancho ; for you know I was not bred 
at conrt, nor hare studied in Salamanca, to know 
whether I add to, or take a letter from my words. As 
God shall save me, it is unreasonable to expect, that 
the Sayunes* should speak like the Toledans j nay, 
there are Toledans, who are not over nice in the busi- 
ness of speaking politely. It is true, qucth the licen- 
tiate; for how should they speak so well, who are bred 
in the tan-yards and Zocodover,t as they who are all 
day walking up and down the cloysters of the great 
church ? and yet they are all Toledans. Purity, pro- 
prietT, elegance and perspicuity of language, are to be 
fonna among discerniug courtiers, though oorn in Ma- 
jalahonda ; I say discerning, because a great many 
there are, who are not so, and discernment is the 
grammar of good language, accompanied with custom 
and use.

God help every one with his own, master Peter^ let us 
have plain-dealing, and proceed. Master Peter, finding 
that Don Quixote began to warp, and was returning to 
his old bent, had no mind he should escape him so, and 
therefore said to him : Now I think on it, this is not 
Melisendra, but one of her waiting maids, and so with 
sixty niaravedis I shall be well enough paid, and very 
well contented. Thus he went on. setting a price up* 
on several broken figures, which the arbitrators afler 
wn.rdtf moderated to the satisfaction of both parties. 
The whole amounted to forty reals and three quarters : 
and over and above all this, which Sancho immediately 
disbursed, master Peter demanded two reals for the 
trouble he should have in catching his ape. Give him 
them, Sancho, said Don Quixote, not for catching the 
ape,* but to drink. I would give two hundred to any 
one that could tell me for certain, that Donna Meli- 
sendra and Signer Don Gayferos are at this time in 
France and among their friends.

It fell out, 
that, lightmg upon some christian slaves redeemed 
from Barbary, he bought that ape, which he taught, at 
a certain signal, to leap up on his shoulder, and mut- 
ter something, or seem to do so, in his ear. This done, 
before he entered any town, to which he was going 
with his show and his ape, he informed himself in the 
next villaffe, or where he best could, what particular 
things had happened in snch and such a place, and to 
whom 'f and bearing them carefully in his memory, the 
first thing he did, was to exhibit his show, which was 
•ometimes of one story, and sometimes of another, but 
mil pleasant, say, and geuerally known. The show 
ended, he usea to propound the abilities of his ape, tell- 
ing the people, he divined all that was past and pres- 
ent 3 but as to what was to come, he did not pretend 
to an^ skill therein. He demanded two reals for an-

To which Sancho 
Panai answered : That breaks no squares, sir ; for it 
may very well be^ that the aldermen who brayed, 
miffht, in process of time, become bailiffs of their town, 
and therefore may properly be called by both those ti- 
tles } and though it signifies nothing to the truth of the 
history, whether the brayers were bailiffs or aldermen, 
ao long as thev both braved j for a bailiff is as likely to 
bray as an alderman.

Don 
Quixote, seeing them so intent upon looking at him, 
without any one's speaking to him, or asking nim any 
question, resolved to take advantage of this silence, 
and, breaking his own, he raised his voice, and said : — 
Good gentleonen, I earnestly entreat you not to in- 
terrupt a discourse I shall make to you, till you find it 
disgusts and tires you ; for. if that happen, at the least 
sign you shall make, I will clap a seal on my lips, and 
a ^ag upon my tonsue. They all desired him to say 
what he pleased; for they would hear him with a very 
good will. With this licence Don Quixote proceedea, 
saying : I, gentlemen, am a knight-errant, whose exer- 
cise is that of arms, and whose profession that of suc- 
couring those who stand in need of succour, and reliev- 
in[|f the distressed. Some diys ago I heard of your 
misfortune, and the cause that induces you to ta]|p 
arms at every turn, to revenge yourselves on your ene- 
mies. And, having often pondered your business in 
my mind, I find, that, according to the laws of duels, 
you are mistaken in tninkiag youTeel<te,% ^^xc^wV'^S W.

To these five 
e^»t|J.cauMSji WYer&l others might be added, very 
JMt and very refwooable, and which oblige us to take 
anna. But to have recowae to them for trifles, and 
things rather subjects for laoghter and pastime, than 
lor affronts, looks like acting against common sense. 
Beeidet, taking an unjust revenge (and no revengo»can 
be just) is acting directly agunst the holy rclieion we 
profess, whereby we are commanded to do good to our 
enemies, and to love those that hate us ; a precept 
which, though seemingly diflicnlt, is really not so, to 
any but those, who have less of God than of the world, 
and more of the flesh than' of the Spirit ; for Jesus 
Christ, true God and man, who never lied, nor could, 
nor can lie, and who is our legislator, has told us, " his 
yoke is easy, and his burden light:" and therefore he 
woold not command us any thing impossible to be per- 
formed. So that, gentlemen, you are bound to be 
quiet and pacified by all laws both divine and human. 

The devil fetch me, quoth Sancho to himself, if this 
master of mine be not a tologue }* or, if not, ho is as 
like one, as one esg is like another.

Don 
Quixote alighted to examine his wounds; but finding 
him whole from head to foot, with much choler he 
said : In an unlucky hour, Sancho, must you needs 
shew your skill in braying ; where did you learn that 
it was fitting to name a halter in the house of a man 
that was hanged 7 To the music of braying, what a 
counterpoint could you expect but Ihat' ofa cudgel 1 
Give Ciod thanks, Sancho, that instead of crossing 
your back with a cudgel, they did not nMke the sign 
of the cross on you with a scymitar. I am not now in 
a condition to answer, replied Sancho ; for methinks I 
speak through my shoulders : let us mount, and be 
gone from this place : as for braving, I will have done 
with it J but I shall not with telling, that knights-er- 
rant fly, and leave their faith fbl scjuires to be beaten to 
powder by their enemies. To retire is not to fly, an- 
swered Don Quixote; for you must know, Sancho, 
that the valour, which has not prudence for its basis, is 
termed rashness, and the exploits of the rash are as- 
cribed rather to their good fortune, than their courage.
